Dear Ms. Best: 

This is an interim response to the request for information that you sent to the Department of 
Energy (DOE) under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552. You requested: 

“Records relating to or mentioning the hacker group biown as the “International 
Subversives,” which was made up of hackers going by the aliases Mendax, Trax 
and Prime Suspect.” 

For purposes of assessment of any fees, you have been categorized under the DOE regulation 
that implements the FOIA at Title 10, Code of Federal Regulations (CFR), Section 1004.9(b)(3) 
as a “news media” requester. Requesters in this categoiy are charged fees for duplication only 
and are provided 100 pages at no cost. At this time, it has not yet been determined if fees will 
exceed $15.00, the minimum amount at which DOE assesses fees. As you requested in your 
letter, you will be notified for a fee agreement if your fees will exceed $15.00.
